DUBLIN, Oct. 26.—There 
are 
two 
tides to the question of the famine in 
Ireland. (2ne side is that of the gov­ 
ernment, which alleges that the famine 
is exploited by politicians as an argu­ 
ment against the administration of 
Irish affairs. The other side, held by 
many of the clergy, politicians and peo­ 
ple. is that it is certain there will be 
gre’at distress throughout large sections 
of the country. 
At a meeting of Bornan Catholic 
prelates held at Maynooth resolutions 
were ^adopted urging the government 
to adopt relief measures, based on the 
personal knowledge of seven members 
of that body. 
From delegates who were present at 
the convention of the Independents at 
Dublin details of the situation were 
learned. 
It is particularly bad in the 
middle and west Cork districts, south 
of Ireland,from Macroon to tho borders 
of Kerry, including two congestea dis­ 
tricts. 
The district of Bsntry. where the 
greatest suffering occurred in IS47 and 
in 1*7P. is as bad as the Cork district. 
The potatoes are practically exhausted 
already. 
A very small percentage of 
the 
farmers in those districts have saved 
their potatoes, and those saved are re­ 
ported to be so badly diseased that 
when eaten they produce "Irish chol­ 
era ” 
It is feared that the supply of 
food will be exhausted before the new 
year. 
The other crops are very bad. 
The laborers are worse off than the 
farmers, because now that the crops are 
harvested tney have no expectation of 
work until the spring. 
The government officials insist upon 
keeping themselves fully informed re­ 
garding the conditions prevailing and 
will be able, apparently, to cope with 
the distress, but they say they are

I Woodford's note is the charge that the 
United States has not observed the re­ 
quirements of international law in the 
m atter of preventing fill blistering. 
Iii 
tins case the state department will 
have some pertinent facts to present, 
which, irs officials believe, will c6m- 
oletely alienate from Spain, any sym­ 
pathy that she may have attracted from 
ether European nations on that score. 
It is asserted positively that in no sin­ 
gle case whore the Spanish authorities 
have brought to the attention of our 
government tile fact that an illegal 
expedition was about to sfrart from our 
shores for Cuba, has it neglected to use 
all the means permitted by our laws to 
prevent the start. 
It has been so in- 
’ dulgent in tins respect as to accept 
statements from the Spanish officials 
not accompanied by proofs of the facts 
alleged, but mere 
suggestions that 
they had reason to believe that an ex­ 
pedition was forming. 
In some cases our government has 
proceeded to lengths in restraint of 
American commerce on 
insufficient 
evidence furnished by the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent that has resulted in the pre­ 
ference of largo claims by American 
shipowners for illegal detention of their 
ships. Then the expense of m aintain­ 
ing the patrols along the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts have been very heavy. 
Every time the state department has 
been obliged to call upon a collector at 
a port, the result has been a heavy bill 
of expenses, for tugs, special officers 
and other charges, while the attorney 
general’s office and in fact most of the 
executive departments have been put 
to more or less trouble and expense. 
The navy department especially has 
been embarrassed, owing to the neces­ 
sity for diverting vowels from other 
places for the 
disagreeable Florida 
patrol, 
one official roughly estimated 
the expense the United brutes has been 
put to to protect the Cuban coast tor 
bDtfin at about $2,000,OOO. 
This is prof amy a large estimate, 
but one naval officer who is thoroughly 
cognizant of the strain put upon the 
department by the patrol, stated that it 
would rea Iv be cheaper for the I nited 
States to send a beet to Cuba and 
blockade the coa^t there against incom­ 
ing filibusters than to try to stop them 
oil o sr own extensive coast line. 
Altogether the o.ncials here are con­ 
fident of their ability to show that toe 
government has more than complied 
with the requirements of international 
law, which as laid down in the Ala­ 
bama arbitration simply demands that 
a nation "use due diligence'’ to pre­ 
vent the departure of hostile expedi- ;

This figure o f 9,750,000 is really very 
co uservative, fo r a pro duct per acre o ut­ 
side o f Texas equal to 1894-5 W’o iild 
give 7,350,000 bales, and a maximum 
fo r Texas wo uld be 8,950,000 bales, 
fro m which, allo wing 1,000,000 o ff, 
y o u wo uld have a cro p o f 10,300,000 
bales.

of 137 acres to tho farm. Value of farm 
and stock $15,082,267,060; value of pro­ 
ducts $2,463,107,454, an average earning 
for each farm of $588, The profit after 
paying for latter on the almost 16 billions 
of iuvestal capital was one per cent. 
It shows that our present rate of taxa­ 
tion consumes the profit, on farm invest­ 
ments, and the manufacturer can bettor 
pay three i»er cent from his 20 per cent 
profit than can the farmer from his one 
per cent. It is seen that taxation is a 
matter for serious consideration at this 
time. 
Governor Bushnell has made a record 
for himself. 
Iii his administration he 
has applied the principles of economy in 
every department, and at the same time 
much needed improvements have been 
made. 
Ohio had been paying Columbus $14,- 
000 a year for lighting the capitol. 
Mr. 
Bushnell knew it was too much, and ar­ 
ranged to have it done for $7,(MMI. 
In the affairs of tho penitentiary there 
has been a change. 
The institution has 
this year been made self sustaining, the 
first time since Senator For aker was 
governor.

There existed in Washington, two 
or three years ago, an organization 
called the Bimetallic league, of which, 
by the way, General Warner, whose 
name has once or twice been mur­ 
mured in connection with the senato­ 
rial candidacy in Ohio, was president. 
The “league” consisted of silver sena­ 
tors in question, a few silver mine 
owners and a few paid orators and 
advocates. 
Its business was to dis­ 
seminate literature in favor of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. 
There was no more earnest and en­ 
thusiastic member of this organization 
than the late Senator Harris of Ten­ 
nessee, as sturdy and honest a man as 
ever set foot on the iloor of the Unit­ 
ed States senate. 
The man who would 
have approached him with a bribe, or 
bint of a bribe, would have been in 
danger of his life. 
One day Mr. Mc­ 
Lean met Senator Harris on the street 
and asked him, feelingly, about the op­ 
erations of the Bi-Metallic league. The 
senator replied, with his usual earn­ 
estness; that it was doing all it could 
in behalf of the cause of free silver, 
but was sadly hampered by the lack 
of funds. “Indeed,” said Mr. McLean, 
“so important 
a 
case ought not to 
lack for financial supper. 
It is a 
subject which interests me greatly and 
one in which I have felt an intense 
interest for a long time. 
I should feel 
gratified if I could be allowed to con­ 
tribute to the work of your league in 
the distribution of literature upon this 
subject.”

of which he was a member. “This gas 
bill,” said Mr. McLean, “proposes to 
practically confiscate my property. 
If 
it passes in the form in which it passed 
the house, it will ruin me. 
It is an 
injustice, not alone to me. but to every 
widow and orphan who owns a dol­ 
lar’s worth of stock in the Washington 
Gas Light company. 
It is an outrage 
upon them, and will saddiv 
cripple 
me.” 
Further details need not be told.

tion had he been offered a bribe, influ­

McLean in behalf of the silver cause, 
instantly set himeslf to work, as did 
his silver associates in the senate, to i 
defeat the “dollar gas bill,” and did 
defeat it. postponing at least the evil 
day for a considerable term of years. 
Mr. McLean’s diplomacy had again tri- 
umphed. 
He had. through the judi­ 
cious use of a few thousand dollars in , 
contributions to the free silver cause, 
obtained results which would 
have 
cost him many times that sum by the 
ordinary process, and obtained them 
from men who could not have been 
“approached” in the usual manner. 
And this is how it happened that 
John R. McLean, capitalist, monopo­ 
list. plutocrat, maker of gold bonds 
and gold contracts, came to l»e a “sil­ 
ver man.” A few months later these 
same guileless old 
men. who 
never 
dreamed 
that 
John 
was “working” 
them, took him up as a vice presiden­ 
tial candidate, and came 
very 
near 
getting him on the ticket—would have 
done so in fact but for the interfer­ 
ence of William Jennings bryan, who • 
had private reasons for doubting the 
political reliability of a man who had 
been publicly branded a few months 
before by Allen O. Myers as a man 
who “never had any political convic­ 
tions upon any question, but could use 
and amuse himself with his party ” 
And this is the trite history of Jo 
McLean’s “friendship” for silver.

This figure of 9,750,000 is really very 
conservative, for a product per acre out­ 
side of Texas equal to 1894-5 woald 
give 7,350,000 bales, and a maximum 
for Texas would be 3,950,000 bales, 
from which, allowing 1,000,000 off, 
you would have a crop of 10,300,000. 
bales.
